IN THE distribution of catalogues and other expen- 
sive advertising matter, it is very important that the 
mailing list should be most carefully 

The made up. A great waste of time and 
arog money may occur in case of remissness 

; or neglect in the preparation of the list, 

and it should be the constant care of every publicity 
manager to keep his mailing list as free from dead- 
wood as possible. This is not always easily done and 


as a matter of fact many a manufacturer is compelled 


to admit that his mailing list is far from satisfactory 
and contains many names from which no returns can 
possibly be expected. It pays to revise such a list reg- 
ularly and frequently, for unless it is kept up to date 
in every particular it will be a perpetual source of 
unnecessary expense and waste. 

In regard to this point a well-known publicity man- 
ager writes as follows in. the Selling Magazine: 


One of the most important problems which confronts a 
publicity manager is that of the mailing list. 

A mailing list may be one of the most valuable and effec- 
tive means of publicity, or a most ruinous source of waste. 

TRADE AND CLASS PERIODICALS THE LOGICAL MEDIA. 

The patent and most logical method of publicity for such 
businesses as are most represented in the Technical Publicity 
Association, is advertising in trade and class periodicals. 

We are specialists ! 

Trade and class papers are edited and published to in- 
terest special classes only, and are read particularly for the 
news relating distinctly to those interests. Their advertise- 
ments are scanned for the same reasons, d 

A judicious selection of such mediums gives an absolute 
assurance that we are reaching the persons most interested in 
our productions. 

If we say the right thinys about our goods, we will sell 
them. Why, then, should we depart from this sure and con- 
servative method? There must be good reasons for doing so. 
We want to know them. 

HOW SHALL THE MAILING LIST BE EMPLOYED? 

Having learned the special circumstances which warrant 
the use of the mailing list, we wish to know the best method 
of employing it. 

Shall we publish a house organ? We are told how house 
organs are made interesting and effective, but we have not 
been told why this method of publicity was considered best. 

Shall we make a regular or occasional distribution of bul- 
letins of catalogues to the persons on the mailing list, and if 
so, why is this method of advertising to be used in preference 
to the others? 

Shall we use circular letters, written, printed, general or 
individually addressed, and if so, why? 
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would probably have to face first: How to form a mailing list, 
keep it up to date and free from deadwood? 

It is easy to get lists. 

THE WASTE OF 2,200 ONE-DOLLAR CATALQGUES. 

It is also easy with an adequate appropriation to install 
elaborate and effective indexing and addressing systems. But 
I have knowledge of a mailing list, elaborately Wppointed, 
which cost $30,000 and wasn’t worth 30 cents. It {ontained 
60,000 names. One department—sawmill machinery—had 
2,400 names. Twenty-four hundred catalogues Epeting a 
dollar each were sent out on this list. 

Later it was discovered that 2,200 of these cesiched lumber 
yards and not one at any of its sawmills. 

Twenty-two hundred dollars, besides pdstage and inci- 
dental expenses, wasted at a clip. 

I trust the incident points its own moral. 

Incidents similar to this will occur to the mind of 
every manufacturer. Waste of printed matter is one 
of the leaks in modern business that must be guarded 
against, and in taking precautions against such leaks 
it is well to bear in mind what the writer quoted 
above says—that advertising in trade journals such 
as THE AMERICAN ARTISAN is the most logical method 
of publicity for many businesses. 

The trade journal reaches the special class which 
the manufacturer wishes to appeal to. It is read by 
the retail merchant for the purpose of learning what 
the manufacturer has to offer. It finds him in a re- 
ceptive mood and the manuafcturer’s announcement 
in its pages is welcome to him and is read with care. 

The money wasted in the distribution of catalogues 
and other advertising matter through a mailing list 
overburdened with names of no earthly use, might ii 
invested in publicity through the columns of a trade 
journal of established circulation return a hundred- 
fold to the investor. 

The trade journal reaches its readers regularly at 
frequent and regular intervals.. In the case of Tur 
AMERICAN ARTISAN, it reaches them every week and 
it comes to them regularly, not merely as a friend, but 
as a most useful adjunct to the reader’s business—as 
an authority on the subjects of which it treats and on 
the various lines of goods in which its advertisers and 
subscribers are interésted. Thus the advertisement of 
the manufacturer in its pages is regarded by the 
reader with more care and respect than if it reached 
him in any other form or in any other journal. The 
same or a similar announcement meeting the reader's 
eye week after week strengthens its message and im 
presses it on the memory. 

The circulation of the established trade paper is 
an assurance to the manufacturer that his announce- 
ment in its pages will reach the eye of so many thou 
sands of those whom he desires to address and to in 
terest in his goods. 

The circulation of individual advertising matter, in 
cluding catalogues, booklets, etc., by means of a pri 
vate mailing list may often include considerable waste- 
basket circulation of the most useless but exceeding]! 
expensive kind. The loss attending such circulatio: 
may easily amount to a large annual aggregate an’ 
when it is once realized by the manufacturer is like! 
to haunt him with a sense of annoyance and aggra 
vation.

When the catalogue houses began to make things 
look bright and rosy, creamy, balmy, salubrious and 
all that sort of thing, around Jackson, Michigan, they 
apparently went up against the real thing, for at that 
period there existed within the confines of the bright 
little city a wiry, hustling, little red-headed Irish 
merchant, who was the real goods, not a yard wide, 
but miles wide, and so vastly deep that his bottom has 
not yet been overcome. It seems that with the first 
jab the catalogue houses made at him by picking off 
one of his patrons, his innate activities asserted them- 
selves, and he went after the scalps of the hydraheaded 
mail-order concerns alone and single-handed. He 
woke up the merchants of the town and towed them 


- along with him, he held meetings, he talked, he swore, 


he moved things, he projected and planned good roads, 
and made the state, county, municipality and individ- 
uals get busy and build and repair them for miles and 
miles around. He woke up the sleeping town and 
made its merchants hustle, work, advertise, put up 
entertainments and inducements that made the hay- 
seeds hurry into Jackson to see what was doing. He 
made Jackson pay the best prices for country truck. 
He scattered industrial and home loyalty tracts broad- 
cast, and established an educational bureau to keep 
it up steadily, vigorously, persistently. He showed 
‘em where they were “getting the bunk” from the 
catalogue concerns until it came to a situation where 
one of the big picture books couldn’t be found in the 
whole region round about Jackson. The scheme 
worked, the lesson sticks, and that section of Michi- 
gan swears by Jackson to the limit. Of course, the 
mail-order houses fought him and spent barrels of 


* money in the fight, but he won out, and now the cat. 


houses haven't a “look-in” anywheres around. 

What Jackson has accomplished is up to other com- 
munities to emulate. Get a red-headed, scrapping 
Irishman with a good “nut” on his shoulders and go 
after ‘em.

The Philadelphia Record of August 25 contained 
the following article on stove manufacture in that 
city: : 

“Philadelphia and its vicinity are the natural homes 
of the stove founders—their principal home in the 
East; and here are made stoves of all designs, for 
heating, cooking or trade purposes, to the number in 
the aggregate of hundreds daily. It was here that 
the first stove was invented, and, as usual in matters of 
practical application, the inventor was Benjamin 
Franklin, who devised the stove to have fuel and to 
warm the whole of a room. Heretofore only the area 
immediately in front of the fire was warm. 

“The discovery of coal greatly extended the utility 
of the stove, which has lately been further augmentec 
by the burning of illuminating gas for heating an¢ 
cooking. High standards of efficiency have been 
evolved, and art and appearance have not been neg 
lected. The market for stoves is so great that it re- 
quires the continual services of many thousands of 
men in the foundries, and the consumption of iron 
in this industry is not a small item of the total. 

“It is true that porcelain and clay ovens, some- 
times called stoves, built in houses, have been m 
vogue in sundry European countries for a long time. 
But the stove as we know it now is the stove of iron, 
ornamented to a greater or less degree with nickeled 
fittings and burning coal. Some parts of the country 
still use the old wood stove, with its long body and 
drum radiator. 

“Within a radius of 200 miles from the center of 
Philadelphia more houses are warmed by Novelty 
Furnaces and more meals are cooked on Novelty 
Ranges than any other brand of heating or cooking 
apparatus can lay claim to. The manufacturer of 
these articles, the Abram Cox Stove Co., with a plant 
at American and Dauphin streets, Philadelphia, and 
one at Lansdale, Pa., is the largest stove manufactur- 
ing concern in the eastern part of the United States.

As a general rule hardware men are the worst of 
advertisers, says a capable writer in the September 
issue of the Merchants’ Record and Show Window, 
Chicago. It would be difficult to explain the fact, yet 
it is true. A large proportion of hardware dealers 
do no advertising at all. Of those who do advertise, 
nine out of ten go about it in an altogether perfunc- 
tory manner that brings no results. The average 
hardware ad is merely a business card something like 
this: 
For Plows and Hardware, Buggies and Wagons, Gasoline 
Engines, Stoves, Ranges and Lawn Mowers—See Jones Hard- 
ware Co.—Estimates on Sheet Metal Work—A Square Deal 
for Everybody. 

The above, set in display type, is a fair sample of 
hardware advertising. Sometimes the ad is embel- 
lished with a cut of a stove, a can of paint, a bicycle 
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or whatever ancient electro may be available. An- 
other form of hardware ad is the one in which all the 
space is given up to an electro furnished by some 
paint, stove or lock company. Then there is the syn- 
dicate ad with the funny picture and copy written to 
match it. The picture has nothing to do with hard- 
ware and in most cases the copy would apply as well 
to a bakery or barber shop. 

On the other hand there are a number of hardware 
stores that do really good advertising. Shannon’s in 
Philadelphia is one of them. This store uses a small 
space in an exceedingly business-like way. Their ads 
are single column by four inches (64 agate lines) 
(leep. In this little space is a cut and a list of from 
(wo to a dozen articles described and priced. The re- 
productions will give an excellent idea of Shannon’s 
ads as they appear from day to day. The pictures are 

a eye catchers, but they are admirably designed 

that purpose. They are only a little more than 
half an inch wide, but it is surprising what a complete 
icture this draftsman makes in this little space. Alb 
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of the pictures are suggestive of the copy that is used 
with them. 

It will be noted that Shannon talks about only one 
thing at a time or of several things that are intimately 
related. In some cases the goods are described brief- 
ly, in others they are not, but they are ulways priced. 
In most cases there is a range of prices. 

Prices are as essential in hardware as they are in 
dry goods or any other advertising, yet hardware men 
are extremely reluctant about publishing them. This 
is more from custom than for any good reason. If a 
man’s prices are right he should have no hesitancy in 
printing them—if they are not right he has small 
chance of keeping in business long in these days of 
sharp competition. 

Ads like these of Shannon’s would bring business 
to any hardware store if seasonable offerings are made 
at reasonable prices, and this sort of advertising would 

- cost very little. The pictures are inexpensive; the 
space would cost very little and the copy could be pre- 
pared by anyone. It would be largely a matter of 
choosing the right things at the right time. One of 
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the beauties of this sort of advertising is that the mer- 
chants can check up results with a good deal of accur- 
acy, as practically only one thing is advertised at a 
time. The results, however, would probably be felt 
all over the store. 

_ If the dealer is in doubt as to whether or not ads 
like this would pay, he might test the matter without 
much expense. Try an ad every other day or twice 
a week for a month. Keep a careful check on sales 
and see what the results will be. 
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The Elmira, N. Y., Advertiser says: “A new com- 
pany is being organized and another factory is to be 
placed in operation in Elmira Heights, which will 
manufacture sanitary cuspidors for railroad coaches, 
the patentee of which is Festus W. Kendall, of Elmira 
Heights.

Use the steel square, and after drawing a line the 
length desired for one side of the octagon, place the 
square on the line at 12 and 12, or 6 and 6, or any 
convenient numbers, using the same figure on the 
blade as on the tongue, and with one.of these num- 
bers just at the end of the line, draw the next side 
along the blade of the square. Continue this process, 
being careful to make the sides exactly the same length, 
and to place the square so that the line last drawn 
crosses it just at the figures selected. 

The accompanying cut fully shows the manner of 
using the square. Here A B is the first side drawn, 
say 14 inches long, and the square is then placed on 
A B as shown, with 8 and 8 on the line and the edge 
of the blade (long side) at the end B of the line. Then 
draw B C 14 inches long, which would be just to 22 on 
the blade. Swing the square. around onto B C as 
shown by the dotted outline and draw the next side. 

If the work is done accurately the resulting figure 
will be a perfect octagon. 

In the cut the square is shown a little off from the 
line B C in order to show that line. But if the square 
was placed so that the 8 inch mark just coincides with 
end B of the line A B, then B C would just reach the 
22 inch mark on the blade. 

Of course any size of octagon may be made in this 
manner, by using smaller numbers on the square for 
drawing those with shorter sides.

NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF MASTER SHEET 
METAL WORKERS. 





At a meeting of the Brooklyn local branch of The 
National Association of Master Sheet Mteal Work- 
ers, held en September 5th, the following address was 
delivered by Financial Secretary C. C. Moquin: 


Mr. President ond Gentlemen: 

If I am not presuming upon your time and pleasure, I 
would ask the privilege of laying before you in review the 
present condition, and the position of the Master-Sheet, Metal 
Workers of Brooklyn toward this association. 

When I had the honor to be elected financial secretary of 
your association, the duties devolved upon me in the main 
were to visit the members of the association, to increase its 
membership, and to collect dues wherever possible. I con- 
fess that at the outset I felt rather dubious as to my ability 
to fill the position, but I found in the beginning of my work 
that I received a cordial welcome from the members whenever 
I presented myself; and, considering the difficulties attend- 
ant upon my mission, I feel that your endorsement of me thus 
far is guarantee sufficient that you do approve me, and that 
I am proceeding on the right course. 

In the six months that I have had the honor to fill my 
position as seeretary. of your association, I feel it is not elab- 
orating’'too much to say that I have formed the strongest 
personal friendships that it is the fortune of any man to 
possess, and in the possession of these friendships -an inter- 
change of confidences has taken place between the individual 
members and myself, pertaining to the association’s welfare, 
that I feel would be of value to the association, by transmit- 
ting to you, as it were, the opinions and sentiments, the real 
pulse, of the master sheet metal workers in every section of 
our city. If you please, then, I will proceed to classify the 
master sheet metal worker in his relation to the association. 

In the first class there are many members who stand 
squarely in sentiment, opinion, enthusiasm, loyalty, and devo- 
tiom to the association, believing with magnificent fervor that 
finally the association will trumph in the spirit of its en- 
deavor to the end that we will lift the condition of the 
master sheet metal worker to the position of dignity and 
prosperity where it rightfully belongs. 

In the second class I find some members of. the associa- 
tion who are loyal to the association withal, but are so situ- 
ated in the city that, by locality and environment, ‘the com- 
petition for a living is much keener, and therefore they are 
prone to complain at the apparent slowness of the assoeiation 
in compelling the manufacturers and jobbers to. stop under 
selling him in the territory which he considers his by right 
of eminent domain, and which protection he feels the asso 
ciation ought to be able to give: *To this ‘class I firmly and 
gently plead that the association is doing all in its power t 
reach him, but he in return must jump into the first class, an 
by his financial support and attendance at the meetings, giving 
also his moral support, he will better his condition by helping 
his fellow master sheet metal workers to help him. 
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And now, gentlemen, I approach the third class in a deli- 
cate manner, and I kindly apologize at the outset if I in any 
way offend his sensibilities, when I say that he has become 
disinterested in the association; and I can explain the reason 
as a whole when I voice his sentiments in telling you that, 
after pleading his cause to him, he still does not believe in 
himself, in his own strength. He consders himself too small 
to combat his natural enemies, and he believes that our asso- 
ciation is not working hard enough for him. Therefore he 
feels there is no use of him continuing on the membership 
roll, and depleting his purse to the extent of his dues. Gentle- 
men, in justice to this class, I will say that this master sheet 
metal worker actually finds it a problem for him to make 
both ends meet, and in face of the evidence that he finds life 
a mighty struggle, great latitude must be given him if he 
feels that there is no power that will lift him out of his 
present condition to the condition of prosperity where it is 
the aim of the association to place him; of this class I am 
glad to say there are very few members on our books. 

And now, gentlemen, last of all but not the least, are the 
remaining master sheet metal workers, many of whom I 
have never yet met. There is a tremendous work before us 
in this field in the effort to get them in the fold. This is a 
task that can only be accomplished through infinite zeal, per- 
severance and patience, but I feel that if we could but show 
them what we really have accomplished without fear (I 
mean our agreement with Mr. Tisch) would work wonders in 
demonstrating to them what we have done and what we are 
capable of doing in the future. 

Human nature is certainly more nearly approached in its 
pliable form when actually given something rather than prom- 
ised something, and I may truly add that as a whole the 
master sheet metal worker is a mighty keen man, and will be 
quick to embrace an advantage to himself, if actually shown 
the advantage of belonging to the association by handing him 
the apple of accomplishment rather than the temon of gilded 
promises. 

But, gentlemen, beneath all underlying principles that this 
association is trying to advance for the betterment of the 
master sheet metal worker, I would plead fervently for a 
united brotherhood among ourselves. We must from now on 
endeavor by word and act to break down the barrier that is 
as yet preventing the master sheet metal worker from truly 
believing in his brother master sheet metal worker. I be- 
lieve in my heart that if we could succeed in convincing the 
doubtful Thomases of the great and good work we have 
undertaken for them, we would in short order complete the 
organization of this body. In this city of ours where prac- 
tically all the master sheet metal workers are working men 
there should naturally be a greater community of interest, 
better mutual understanding and sympathy. It is in behalf 
of this better understanding that I cannot speak too strongly. 
Really, gentlemen,, you cannot and must not have any patience 
with the imaginary prejudices which apparently appear on the 
surface, when in reality they should not exist at all, and in 
fact do not exist. If only the master sheet metal worker 
would meet his neighbor half way there would soon be an 
understanding between ourselves that at once would give this 
association the power it needs to confront and vanquish the 
external evils that are holding down the master sheet metal 
worker to-day. 

And so, gentlemen; if there are faults in our association 
that need correeting let us correct them in a brotherly man- 
ner; at the same time do not let us forget the value of 
united effort in this direction, for in unity there is strength, 
and in unity only. We must all pull together, and as your 
servant I stand ready to continue preaching the advocated 
principles of this association until sucsh time as all are con- 
verted to its cause. In conclusion I may say, let us continue 
nd organize, for in organization itself will come the great 
‘ings to be accomplished for our welfare.

“All solder used on this roof shall be of the best 
grade, bearing the manufacturer’s name and guaran- 
teed one-half and one-half (one-half tin and one-half 
lead), using nothing but rosin as a flux.”

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HARDWARE. 

The current week has shown some considerable 
activity in hardware lines. Following the hot month 
and their season of vacations and the natural lack of 
effort during the hot season, the cool spell now pre- 
veiling has apparently awakened the hardware trade 
to normal activity at least, and the jobbing and manu- 
facturing ends of the hardware business begin to feel 
it. The market has long continued good, and com- 
parisons with former seasons and identical periods of 
other years show good margins in favor of 1907 
periods. As a rule last week’s prices prevail, the ex- 
ceptions being practically inconsequential. Recent 
advances in wire products have shown no ill effect on 
the current demand, on the contrary the stiffering of 
prices seems to have stimulated the demand for pres- 
ent and early future. Prices to Chicago jobbers are: 
Wire nails, $2.34; painted barb wire, $2.38; galvan- 
ized barb wire, $2.68; smooth annealed wire, $2.08; 
smooth galvanized wire, $2.38; polished staples, 
$2.33; galvanized staples, $2.63. Carload lots to re- 
tailers, 5 cents higher; less than carload lots, 15 cents 
higher. It is a little early for activity in many lines of 
winter goods as yet, but the inquiry is strong and an- 
other week promises to bring greatly added requests. 
Barb wire is steady. at unchanged rates and orders 
have increased over last week. Current quotations 
on iron cut nails to jobbers, car lots, remain at $2.38; 
to retailers, $2.43. Steel cut nails to jobbers in car 
lots, $2.28; to retailers, $2.33. - The demand for 
smooth fence wire continues exceedingly strong. The 
time of delivery is greatly improved, apparently hard- 
ware manufacturers are now pretty generally caught 
up with their order books ad deliveries are reasonably 
prompt, both with them and with the depending 
jobber. 





TIN PLATE. 

New business in tin plate continues of about nor- 
mal proportions for this season of the year. The 
decline in the price of pig tin has had no effect on the 
market, owing to the fact that the percentage of the 
metal used in the making of the plate is so small 
(about 2% pounds to the 100 pounds of steel) that 
the present decline has not been sufficient to warrant 
a revision of prices, Present quotations are easy at 
$4.09 for 100-pound coke plates f. o. b. New York 
and $3.90 f. o. b. Pittsburgh, with some mills quoting 
a shade less. Prices f. 0. b. Swansea for tin plates is 
14s 9d. Stocks of tin plates in Swansea on August 
22 were 74,050 boxes, against 187,410 boxes at the 
same time a year ago. Imports of tin plates for July 
were 8,844 boxes, or 39,715 boxes for the seven 
months. Exports for the same period were 1,185 
boxes and. 7,467 boxes, respectively.

COPPER. 

The copper situation continues to weaken. The 
falling off in the temporary buying movement in- 
duced by the cut in the large selling agencies, the 
independents again cut prices during the week, and 
were freely offering the metal on the basis of 17¢. It 
has been reported that one of the largest interests in 
New York City that is maintaining its price to do- 
mestic consumers at 18c was offering copper in Lon- 
don on the basis of 167%c f. o. b. New York. There 
seems to be a desperate effort on foot on the. part 
of the large companies to force the metal on the 
market, with the effect of increasing the timidity of 
the consumers, who have been warned by the previous 
actions of the producers. Prices on the New York 
Metal Exchange were reduced sharply within the 
week to 17@17%c for lake, 164%4@17c for electro- 
lytic and 16%4@16'%4c for casting copper. 

The London market on best selected broke £1 on 
Monday to a new low record of £80, equivalent 
to about 165¢c here.

PIG IRON. 

The pig iron situation presents little if any change 
from last week’s report, and though opinions vary to 
some extent as to the stability of the market no par- 
ticularly stimulating reports are available from any 
source. The timidity of the railways owing to pro- 
spective government action touching their interests 
has materially reduced their building operations, and 
uncertainties in the paths of financing large construc- 
tion plans has lessened the demand for rails and 
structural iron to an extent that is distinctly felt at 
the furnaces. As a rule, however, the regular chan- 
nels through which pig and its products go out to 
manufacturing industries in general have not been 
interfered with to any appreciable extent, and it is 
quite probable that this certain and healthy factor 
is all that keeps prices from sagging to lower points 
than now prevail. This is evidenced in the fact that 
present buying of pig iron is not extensive on huge 
orders, but of the carload variety. The serious 


scramble for pig that in the latter part of ’06 and the: 


early periods of ’o7 are not now apparent and fur- 
naces are getting nearer to cleaning up their order 
books than has been apparent for some time. Iron 
is not going begging by any means at market rate, 
but prices of nearly all grades of pig are now and 
apparently will be more consistent than formerly 
until the railways and other very large iron consum- 
ing interests are prepared to resume activities in the 
direction of iron consumption.

Rogers, Brown & Co.,,Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: With a persistence which is remarkable the pig iron 
market maintains its rather uninteresting course as chron- 
icled during the past six weeks. At this writing it has the 
added interest of increased ‘inquiry and a slightly better tone 
aS regards prices generally. However, as far as anything 
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startling presents itself, one will have to look other than at 
the current trading in pig iron. 

Now that we have reached the middle of September and 
financial conditions are in much better shape, it is only 
proper that the iron market should reflect these, and this is 
decidedly the case. From some points come reports of very 
much better business and more lively inquiry and sales con- 
summated, and it is these evidences of renewed interest which 
seem to indicate that from now on there will be a better 
buying movement. As it is now, a very small tonnage is con- 
tracted for delivery after the first of January, and it is fast 
approaching the time when iron for these deliveries will have 
to be given serious attention. Inquiry made for 1908 delivery 
has for the most part been only tentative and the actual 
dales resulting have been small. It will be necessary at an 
early date for both buyers and sellers to get together on a 
1908 basis, and it is believed that this can be done in a man- 
ner mutually satisfactory to both and at a date not far dis- 
itant. So far, any figures made for 1908 business have been 
with special reference to each inquiry and the condition of 
furnace order books, and it is not possible, on account of the 
desultory manner in which this business has come up to 
name anything like a regular market price for 1908 at the 
present time. , 

Some large sales of Basic iron are reported from the 
East and a larger tonnage of Foundry irons is under offer 
than for several weeks. Indications point generally to a con- 
clusion reached by consumers that prices are not going any 
lower, and it would perhaps be well for them to contract for 
what iron they may require through this year, feeling that 
later on they would be called upon to pay an advance over 
figures at which they can now purchase. It is undoubtedly 
true that consumers in touch with the situation can figure a 
serious car shortage this fall and winter, making it difficult 
to get deliveries, even if the furnace should be making 
enough iron to go around. Predictions are that the crop 
movement will be of great size and the railroads will again 
experience unusual difficulty in handling this and taking care 
of other business at the same time. 

Coke continues strong and active, with slightly increased 
output in the various districts. There is a good movement 
and excellent business is being done in both spot and forward 
delivery. This means that a short time will see lively busi- 
ness in coke for 1908 delivery, as at no time has the coke 
market been less influenced by the ups and downs of pig iron 
tan during the six months past. It is operating by itself 
and is to-day one of the strongest commodities being offered. 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

There has been a good deal more inquiry this week than 
for two months past. No phenomenal demand has sprung up. 
No one has been in the market for 5,000-ton lots, but there 
has been a steady call for prices on all kinds of iron. With- 
out doubt many of these inquiries are merely feelers, but feel- 
ers indicate that the consumer has to buy reasonably soon 
and that he is beginning to sit up and take notice. He is 
interested in the course of the market in a very practical 
way. Other inquiries mean immediate business for quite a 
little iron bas been sold. One Southern furnace found itself 
with a surplus of 3,000 tons for September and October, and 
this was taken within three days of being put on the market. 
Nowhere in the country have melters of iron accumulated 
any reserve stock worth mentioning. Most of them are 
running along from hand to mouth, and any interruption to 
regular deliveries causes them great inconvenience. Requests 
for prompt shipment or for faster shipment on delinquent 
orders are just as frequent as ever. A fortnight ago there was 
a general feeling of despondency in the iron trade. There 
was a prevailing sentiment that the ebbing tide might recede 
so rapidly as to go to the extreme when iron would again be 
a pauper. - Money conditions had much to do with that 
feeling. But to-day the trade has largely recovered. It is 
recognized that business in the country is fundamentally on a 
sound: basis and the iron trade has no reason to fear any 
decided reversal in form.
